Registration. 


Twenty persons still listed as 
registered voters from the 
Wendell Oliver «Pruitt public 
housing development moved out 
before the official canvass by 
the St. Louis Election Board 
last month, a Post-Dispatch 
investigation showed today. 

A similar inquiry disclosed 
yesterday that 68 persons who 
are registered as voters from 
the John J. Cochran housing 
development moved before the 
canvass. 

Purpose of the canvass by the 
Election Board is to determine 
if persons whose names appear 
on the permanent voter regis- 
tration lists actually live at the 
address given. When a voter 
is found to have moved or can- 
not be located, steps are taken 
to have his name removed from 
the voting list. 

The Post-Dispatch inquiry 
indicates that canvassers failed 
to discover that at least 88 
persons registered from the 
two housing projects no longer 
lived there. 

After results of the Post- 
Dispatch investigation were 
called to the attention of 
Michae] J. Doherty, Election 
Board chairman, Doherty said 
he would have teams of deputy 
commissioners promptly look 
into the voting conditions at 
the two housing developments. 

Listed as Having Moved. 

Records of the Pruitt Homes

The Kendricks are listed as 
having left last Nov. 30. The 
others moved since then. 

Records show that Lamont 
Smith was the only one of the 
20 persons who voted in the 
August primary. He is listed 
as having moved from the Pruitt 
Homes July 2, just before the 
canvass. 

The Election Board's per- 
manent registration list for 
Precinct 23, Ward 5, shows ap- 
proximately 900 voters living at 
Pruitt Homes, where 8000 to 
10,000 persons, including chil- 
dren, live. 

Only Negroes live at the 
project, which covers 3444 acres 
in an area bounded by Jeffer- 
son avenue, Dickson and Twen- 
ty-first streets and an alley 
south of Biddle street. 

One on List Voted. 

Reeords show that one per- 
son who moved from the Coch- 
ran apartments last year voted 
in this year’s Aug: 7 primary. 
Votes also were cast in the pri- 
mary by three persons regis- 
tered as residents of the apart- 
ments although project files 
show nothing to indicate they 
live there. 

In all, there were nine per- 
sons registered from the Coch- 
ran apartments whose residence 
there could not be substanti- 
ated. 

The inquiry into voter regis- 
tration began as a result of 
a complaint by Mrs. Jennie 5S. 
Walsh, who was defeated for 
renomination as State Repre- 
sentative, that 85 of 101 “sick” 
ballots of absentee voters in the 
Seventeenth ward were ob- 
tained, on certification by one 
physician.

EXPLOSION ON SUN DISRUPTS

AROSA, Switzerland, Sept. 1 
(UP)—An explosion on the sun 


disrupted shortwave radio com- 
munications on the earth for 


several hours yesterday and to- 
day. 

Prof. Max Waldmeier of 
Switzerland’s Federal Institute 
of Technology said the explosion 
covered an area of the’sun five 
times the size of the earth. 

The only effects on this planet, 
he said, would be the radio dis-

The St. Louis units of Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield today 
announced sharp increases in 
membership dues to become 
effective Dec. 10. There are no 
increases in benefits. 

Blue Cross, the plan for pre- 
paid hospital se e, said the 
rate for individuals will go up 
from $2.20 a month to $3, and 
the family rate will be in- 
creased from $4.60 to $6. These 
changes will apply to members 
of standard groups, and will 
affect. approximately two thirds 
of the total membership. 

Blue Shield, which provides 
prepaid surgical care, will raise 
monthly rates from 10 to 70 
cents, depending on the type 
of membership, The higher 
rates will apply to members of 
employe groups in the “Series 
1” and “Series 11” categories, 
constituting about 59 per cent 
of the subscribers. Individual 
subscribers and a small number 
of groups with specialized en- 
rollment agreements will not be 
affected. 

In “Series 01” groups, indi- 
vidual monthly dues will go up 
from $1.30 to $1.65; the family 
rate, from $3.35 to $4; the rate 
for a sponsored member, from 


$1.10 to $1.20. For “Series 11”

Strict security regulations 
cut off information concerning 
the first party of French 
troops to land on Cyprus, but a 
heavy flow of military traffic 
was reported in Nicosia news 
dispatches. 

A French Foreign Office 
spokesman in Paris told a press 
conference the military buildup 
was not aimed at forcing a 
Suez settlement on Egypt. He 
said its only object was to pro- 
tect French and British lives 
and property. 

The French cabinet met yes- 
terday to discuss the latest de- 
velopments, 

In London, Hugh Gaitskell, 
leader of the opposition Labor 
party, called formally on the 
government to recall Parlia- 
ment “not later than the week 
after next” to debate the canal 
crisis.

HONG KONG-CLOSES

CHINA REFUGEES 


HONG KONG, Sept. 1 (AP) 
—Crowded Hong Kong shut its 
borders today to refugees from 
Red China. 

The British Government an- 
nounced that henceforth one 
person must leave. the colony 
for each admitted. 


It said the refugeés who have 
poured into the 39l+square mile 
territory since the Communists 
seized the China mainland in 
1949 have stretched water, med- 
ical and educational facilities to 
the limit and that housing is 
wholly inadequate. 

Hong* Kong was a city of 
1,850,000 in 1949. Its popula- 
tion now is at least 3,000,000. 
Squatters have erected make- 
shift shacks of orange crates 
on hillsides and the roofs of 
permanent buildings. 

The government said it ap- 
pealed to the Communist gov- 
ernment to halt the exodus but 
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the Reds said they would do 
nothing.” 

It said at least 81,000 Chinese 
have entered the colony since 
Feb. 10, when. entry restric- 
tions were relaxed. 

Most . refugees have come 
from the relatively poor’ area 
of .Kwangtung, apparently in 
search of better living condi- 
tions as well as freedom from 
Communist rule.

Commenting on the IUE* 
move, an AEC spokesman said 
that when the conditional per- 
mit was granted it was made 
very clear that operation of the 
reactor would not be permitted 
until its saféty had. been 
checked by the AEC.

We've learned a let, and we 
are greatly encouraged by the 
enthusiastic receptions every- 
where.” 

Thus Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident, summed up the conse- 
quences of a five-day swing 
around the country by him and 
his running mate, Senator 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. 
He summed it up at a press 
conference yesterday following 
the latest of a series of re- 
gional party rallies. 

Kefauver also met the press 
at the same time, sharing a 
battery of microphones with 
Stevenson, and indorsed his 
summary findings. 


All in all they agreed that | 


things at this point are much 
better for the party, politically 
speaking, that they were at 
this stage of the campaign four 
years ago, in finances as well 
as in the general appeal to 
voters. 
‘An Appetite for Truth.’ 

“Perhaps our most exciting 
discovery,” Stevenson said, “is 
that the people of America are 
not swallowing the Republican 
complacency line. They have an 
enormous appetite for the 
truth. 

“They want to talk about the 
world as it is. The, Republicans 


may think they’re kidding the | 


Joe Smiths of America, but 
they’re only. kidding . them- 
selves.” 

As to the “purely political 
aspects of our trip,” Stevenson 
said, “all the news is good. The 
Democratic leaders around the 
country are not swallowing the 
myth of Eisenhower's invin- 
cibility, and disillusion is 
spreading among the people 
fast. 

“They tell us that the Eisen- 
hower record will defeat him 
in many states he carried in 
1952. For example, they say 
that he'll never carry Tennes- 
see again after the Dixon-Yates 
deal. They tell us that many 
local political problems have 
been ironed out since 1952. 
Texas is an example.” 

A More Positive Stevenson. 
Stevenson has developed as 
a political personality § since 
1952 and now is more positive 
in his reach for the highest 
office of the land. Also he leans 
less on the quip than he did, 
but he is by no mé@€ans averse 
to letting one come to the sur- 
face at a well-placed and well- 
timed point. 

At the press conference he 
was asked to comment on the 
Republican practice of -refer- 
ring to his party as the “Demo- 
crat” party rather than the 
Democratic. The Republicans 
have “swiped a lot of things,” 
he said. “They even swiped a 
syllable off our name. But that 
may only reflect the Repub- 
licans’ difficulty in pronounc- 
ing a four-syllable word.” 

Stevenson and Kefauver cast 
their minds back over a whirl- 
wind tour aimed down deep in 
the political grass roots and 
weighed up the results as much 
better than could have been ex- 
pected. The trip began at Chi- 
cago last Monday and wound 
up at Chicago yesterday, by 
way of Sante Fe, N.M.; Port- 
land, Ore.; Vancouver, Wash.; 
Sioux City, Ia., and Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

At each place, the states of 
the region were represented by 
local Democratic leaders. The 
meetings were billed as strat- 
egy conferences by some ob- 
servers, but there was little 
“strategy” that took place at 
any of them as far as the 
strategy of the political chess 
board is concerned. 

Actually Are Rallies. 

As everyone knows, that kind 
of strategy, such as how much 
to spend on television, on how 
many networks and at what 
time, is worked out by a few 
persons in a room smaller than 
an auditorium.

Many a business man, investor or home-buyer 
may run into difficulties in negotiating a bank 
loan in the next few months.

As Kenneth L. Wilson, the confer- 
ence commissioner, pointed out, the 
facts do not justify the magazine's 
headline. “Football Scandal Hits the 
Big Ten.” What.is described is the aid 
granted players which the university 
they attend considers legitimate under 
Big Ten rules and regularly reports— 
though sometimes : 
tardily-——to-.tbe , 
other members - 6f - -. 
the. conference. 
These are not scan- 
dais in any ordi- 
nary meaning of 
the word. 

If Big Ten scan- 
dals exist, they 
consist of the pay- 
ment of far more 
substantial sums 
to athietes by alum- 
ni or others not 
connected with the 
university admunis- 
tration. It would 
be surprising if such payments were 
not made, and even more surprising if 
they were often discovered. When they 
are discovered both the athlete and the 
institution benefiting from his talents 
are subject to severe penalties. 

The Big .Ten Conference has estab- 
lished rules limiting the aid an athlete 
may get and still be eligible to com- 
pete. If he can show financial need, 
as almost any athlete can, he can be 
excused from paying tuition and fees 
provided he maintains a passing aver- 
age—3 on a grade scale of 5. Tuition 
at the state universities ranges from 
$130 to $204 a Véear for state residents; 
at Northwestern; the only private insti- 
tution rah st conference, it will be 
$316 this ‘fan’ 

If an athlete is to be given more than 
tuition in the way of cash grants, he 
must maintain a 3.5 average on the 
scale of 5. This would put him in the 
upper third of his class, usually. The 
average of all students in the Big Ten 


is about 3.2.. An athlete may also hold 
a job. He must put in the hours for 
which he is paid, and he can't be paid 
more than the prevailing wage in the 
community for the tasks he performs: 
nO more room and board-~for winding 
the chapel clock. 

Look’s reporters found that 970 var- 
sity squad members and freshman foot- 
ball numeral winners at nine confer- 
ence schools—Indiana’s figures were 
too scanty for full comparison — re- 
ceived 531 scholarships ranging from 
$130 to $1500 and held 487 jobs. 

Most of the schools don't supervise 
and didn’t report on off-campus jobs. 
None, , has even heard of 
the jobs held by the wives of the in- 
creasing mumber of married athletes. 

The Big Ten Conference is run by 
the faculties of its member institutions. 
The faculty representatives, though 
their shoulders are frequently drenched 
by the tears of coaches and athletic 
directors, remain masters of their own 
souls. Standards have slipped a little 
during the last generation's commercial- 
ization of college athletics, but the con- 
ference remains one of the more rep- 
utable of college athletic organizations. 

The maintenance of these standards, 
however, is a cross borne unwillingly 
by the athletic staffs of the member 
schools and by many alumni. No mat- 
ter if they are granted faculty tenure, 
coaches can cite dozens of incidents 
to prove that their jobs will vanish 
with a series of losing teams. 

The University of Illinois came sail- 
ing through the examination by Look. 
It granted only eight scholarships, good 
for $130 in tuition and fees, to football 
players last season. A lot of the ath- 
letes held, and worked at, jobs pro- 
vided by the athletic association. 

This mantle of virtue sits most un- 
comfortably. on the shoulders of some 
Illinois alumni. They are seeking 
means by which they can solicit funds, 
specifically earmarked by the donors 
for athletic scholarships, and award 
them within Big Ten rules. Every 
other conference school, these alumni 
insist. already has this mechanism, 
either open to view or thinly disguised.

(Government and the Atom 


GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING IN ATOMIC EN. 
ERGY, by Richard A. Tybout. (University of 
Michigan Press, 226 oas.. $4.50.) 


ATOMIC ENERGY AND CONGRESS, by Morges

Much has been written about the 
presemt and future uses of the atom. 
with &@ general tendency to show how 
atomic energy can be either a bless- 
ing or a curse to mankind. Little of 
authoritative nature has been said, 
however, about the role of government 
in the picture.. This is, in a sense, sur- 
prising in view of the fact that one of 
the basic features of the atomic energy 
industry in America is its reliance upon 
public ownership and private opera- 
tion, Somewhere in the middle of this 
dualistic enterprise stands the Ameri- 
can Government. 

The case of public vs. private owner- 
ship and operation of the atomic en- 
ergy industry is debated in Congress, 
has a sounding board in the press, and 
is certainly the cause of considerable 
concern among industrial. and govern- 
ment leaders. But the tone of the de- 
bate would lead one to suspect that 
solid research on the matter is lacking. 
These two companion books do much 
to correct this lack.

Prof. Richard A. Tybout of Ohio 
State University, in “Government Con- 
tracting in Atomic Energy,” takes a

While much of his \book is cauenioal 
the author has ably put together the 
first study of this sort—11 years after 
the first atom bomb was dropped. 

One interesting aspect of Dr. Ty- 
bout’s study is his suggestion that the 
interpenetration of government and 
business may well be the “missing link 
between capitalism and socialism, a 
link that may be inherent in the insti- 
tutions of the dawning atomic age.” 
One hopes that the author will some 
day pursue this suggestion further. He 
leaves it dangling in the present work.

In the companion book, “Atomic En- 
ergy and Congress,” Prof. Morgan 
Thomas of the University of Michigan 
is concerned with the actions of the 
Atomic Enérgy Commission and the 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy. Much of his story is 
history, with particular emphasis on 
the peculiar mature of the develop- 
ment of an atomic efergy program. 
Dr. Thomas is highly critical of some 
of the mistakes made by misinformed 
officials and is cognizant of the dan- 
gers to the American system inherent 
in the atomic program when the public 
is not and cannot be informed. 

But in the main, Dr. Thomas notes 
that “the structural device of a strong 
Joint Committee-Atomic Energy Com- 
mission combination provided a good 
means for enabling democratic goverti« 
ment to survive the unusual stresees 
arising from the needs of atomic ef. 
ergy control.” He sees the Atomic En- 
ergy Act of 1954 as a vital step in the 
atomic program, as both “promising 
and significant.” But he cautions the 
only “time will tell how effective it is.”

The World Methodist Con- 
ference opened today at Lake 
Junaluska, N. C., with Bishop 
Ivan Lee Holt of St. Louis, 
council president, presiding. 

About 2500 delegates and ac- 


erédited visitors from 70} coun- 


tries were expected to attend 
the sessions, which will con- 
tinue through Sept. 12. 

The Rev. Dr. Albea Godbold, 
pastor of St. John’s Methodist 
Church, St. Louis, will conduct 
the Wednesday morning wor- 
ship service. The Rev. Dr. Wes- 
ley H. Hager, pastor of Grace 
Methodist Church, St. Louis, 
will conduct the communion 
service next Saturday. 

Another delegate from St. 
Louis is the Rev. Dr. Herman 
H. Luetzow, superintendent of 
the St. Louis district of the 
Methodist Church. 

Bishop Holt will conduct the 
communion service at 7:30 a.m. 
tomorrow. 

The meeting is sponsored by 
the council, a 300-member body 
linking 40 branches of Metho- 
dism with a total membership 
of 18,000,000. The world coun- 
cil was organized in 1881, and 
met last in 1951 at Oxford, Eng- 
land, birthplace of Methodism. 
The last session in the United 
States was in 1947 at Spring- 
field, Mass. The conference is 
not expected to meet again in 
this country for 10 or 15 years, 
Bishop Holt said. 

“The conference has no legis- 
lative power,” Bishop Holt ex- 
plained. “Its functions are fra- 
ternal and co-operative, and de- 
signed to draw the many 
branches of the Wesleyan move- 
ment closer together, and to 
promote evangelistic, education- 
al, historical and other mutual 
interests.”

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Sugar Bowl Doomed? Louisiana 
Tables Bill Which Would Ease 


Bar on Mixed Sports Contests 


New Orleans. 

In tabling the proposal by.a 
67-to-15 vote, legislators killed 
any chance of revising at this 
time a law passed by the 1956 
session of the Legislature which 
bars racially-mixed athletic 
contents in the state. 


The bill to ease the restric- 
tions for New Orleans—home 
of the Sugar Bowl, was intro- 
duced by Representative George 
Tessier, one-time Tulane foot- 
ball great, along with Represen- 
tatives Lucien T, Vivien and 
Nicholas Lapara. 


The proposal was introduced 
at the request of the Mid-Win- 
ter Sports Association, promot- 
ers of the Sugar Bowl carnival 
of sports which includes the 
annual football game Jan. 1. 


“Without this additional pro- 
vision,” Tessier told fellow 
members, “the Sugar Bowl as 
it exists today is doomed to 
death.” 


He said his group had no 
objection to continuing the bill 
except ‘for the exemptions. 

“We are not asking the Leg- 
islature to repeal the racial ban 
except for New Orleans.” he 
said. “‘We ask you only to add 
a section permitting the Sugar 


BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 1 (UP)—The Louisiana Legisla- 
ture, despite a plea from the Sugar Bowl that it possibly was 
killing its sports carnival, yesterday tabled a bill which would 
have permitted racially-mixed athletic contests to be played in 


Bowl -to continue. We ask for 
permission to live.” 

His proposal would have per- 
mitted interracial athletics in 
cities with more than 300,000 
and under that limitation would 
affect only New Orleans. The 
proposal would have required 
segregated seating ‘everywhere 
except for specified blocks of 
seats sold out of state by visit- 
ing teams. 

Gov. Earl Long, in calling 
the special session of the Legis- 
lature, had, at the request of 
the Sugar Bowl, opened the 
door for the lawmakers to re- 
consider the racial law. 

The Sugar Bowl had said 
earlier that the new law, which 
goes into effect Oct. 15, would 
practically put them out of 
business. It already has caused 
St. Louis U., Notre Dame and 
Dayton to withdraw from the 
Sugar Bowl basketball tourna- 
ment in New Orleans in De- 
cember, 

Sugar Bow] officials also said 
it would eliminate any chance 
of getting any North, West or 
Eastern teams for its football 
classic. They also said they 
would lose some $125,000 in 
revenue from radio and tele- 
Vision because they could find 
no national sponsors.

Children Need 


Dental Checkup 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


ITH the .beginning of an- 

other school year parents 

would be well advised to 
have a dental checkup on their 
children. This applies to pre- 
school children, children enter- 
ing school for the first time as 
well as to children previously 
enrolled. 


All too often school children 
experience unnecessary suffer- 
ing and absence from school 
simply because parents neglect 
to get their children under 
dental supervision—early and 
regularly. 


Early diagnosis and prompt 
_treatment of abnormal dental 
conditions are best provided by 
regular dental checkups, which 
reduce the necessity of having 
teeth pulled to the minimum 
and reduce maintenance needs 
to about half of what they 
would otherwise amount: to. 


Dental supervision by the 
family dentist should begin 
about the age of three. In some 
instances it may be necessary 
to take your child to the dentist 
before three because of tooth 
decay or an accident—one or 
more teeth broken or knocked 
out. 


In communities where the 
common water supply is lacking 
or inadequate in fluoride con- 
tent—St. Louis is fortunate in 
this respect—the application of 
suitable fluoride preparations 
directly to the teéth is helpful 
in preventing a certain amount 
of tooth decay (30-40 per cent). 
This method requires prelim- 
inary professional cleaning and 
at least three applications of 
the chemical, making this 
method much more expensive 
—although less effective in pre- 
venting tooth decay—than the 
addition of . fluoride to the 
drinking water. 


Sound teeth are a great asset. 
That is why children should be 
encouraged to visit the dentist 
early, regularly and often. The 
dentist will fill any cavities that 
are present; he also will watch 
the growth of the teeth'to see 
that they are coming in straight, 
and will direct them if neces- 
sary so that each tooth will 
have ample room to develop as 
it should. 


There is still too little ap- 
preciation of the fact that the 
dental health of the young child 
is just as important as the 
dental health of the adult. For 
good teeth, good health and an 
attractive smile your teeth need:
